The  student  center  was  built 
in  1986  and  it  hasn’t  been  renovated 
or  extended  ever  since.  College 
Hall  seems  to  serve  as  a  major  hub 
for  activities.  The  center  only  has 
3  meeting  rooms  and  limited  office 
space.  In  fact,  the  center  doesn’t 
have  enough  space  to  house  all  its 
clubs/organizations.  Within  the  last 
two  years  the  revenue  from  the  ex¬ 
isting  vendors  like  Pizza  Hut  and 
Dunkin’  Donuts  has  generally  in¬ 
creased. 

Our  student  center  is  “burst¬ 
ing  at  the  seams”  and  it’s  time  that 
the  Rutgers  University  Administra¬ 
tion  helps  us  fund  the  expansion  of 
the  student  center.  The  University 
Affairs  Committee  of  the 
Livingston  College  Governing  As¬ 


sociation  has  taken  upon  them¬ 
selves  the  task  of  establishing  a 
support  campaign  for  expanding 
the  student  center.  It  is  our  goal 
this  year  to  raise  awareness  and 
open  communication  among  the 
deans  and  students  of  Livingston 
and  the  administration  of  Rutgers 
University  concerning  the  expan¬ 
sion. 

On  Nov  29th  we  had  a  con¬ 
ference  entitled  “Livingston  Con¬ 
ference”  which  brought  together 
the  students  and  clubs/organiza¬ 
tions  of  Livingston  together  with 
the  LCGA  to  discuss  this  expan¬ 
sion.  For  the  spring  semester  we 
are  planning  a  Town  Meeting 
which  will  bring  both  the  students 


and  upper  Rutgers  University  ad¬ 
ministration  together. 

The  essence  of  this  support 
campaign  is  to  peacefully  pressure 
the  upper  Rutgers  University  ad¬ 
ministration  to  take  Livingston 
seriously  and  begin  to  give  us 
some  of  their  attention. 

Letter  writing,  petitioning, 
peaceful  rallies  are  some  of  the 
projects  that  we  are  and  will  be 
working  on  during  the  course  of 
the  spring  semester  of  2000.  If

One  of  the  most  fasci¬ 
nating  figures  on  Livingston 
College,  and  Rutgers  Univer¬ 
sity  for  that  matter,  is  Jason 
Goldstein.  In  only  his  sopho¬ 
more  year,  Jason  has  accom¬ 
plished  a  great  deal.  Single- 
handedly,  he  formed 
Livingston’s  veiy  own  theatre 
group,  known  as  the 
Livingston  Theatre  Company 
(LTC).  Jason  is  the  founder 
and  producer  of  the  group, 
and  occasionally  he  directs 
the  productions.  His  devotion 
to  the  LTC  takes  up  much  of 
his  time  each  and  every  week. 

Jason’s  love  of  the  theatre 
did  not  start  at  Livingston.  In  fact, 
at  the  young  age  of  nine,  he  and  his 
brother  founded  their  very  own  the¬ 
atre  company  called  J&K  Shows.  It 
started  in  the  basement  of  his  home, 
in  East  Brunswick,  where  he  would 
produce  and  perform  shows  for  his 
parents.  Soon  many  of  Jason’s 
friends  were  intrigued  by  J&K 
Shows  and  were  getting  involved. 
By  the  time  he  was  fourteen  years 
old  Jason  was  renting  buildings  and 
producing  his  shows  in  them. 
Through  his  experiences  with  J&K 


Shows  Jason  was  learning  the  busi¬ 
ness  aspects  of  producing  theatre. 
He  would  use  these  business  skills 
to  go  even  further  into  the  world  of 
theatre. 

As  Jason  entered  high 
school  he  was,  of  course,  in  the 
drama  club,  but  also  involved  in 
community  theatre.  One  commu¬ 
nity  theatre,  in  particular,  greatly 
benefited  from  Jason’s  abilities  as 
a  producer.  Using  his  unique  skills 
as  a  business-oriented  man  of  the 
theatre,  Jason  helped  turn  the  com¬ 
munity  theatre  from  a  dismal  orga¬ 
nization  into  a  huge  success.  With 
Jason’s  help,  the  theatre  went  from 
selling  hardly  any  tickets  to  its’ 
shows  to  selling  four-hundred  tick¬ 
ets  a  show.  After  all  of  his  experi¬ 
ence  as  a  young  man,  Jason  decided 
that  he  wanted  to  spend  his  life 
working  in  the  world  of  theatre,  es¬ 
pecially  the  business  end  of  it. 

After  choosing  to  come  to 
Livingston  College,  Jason  was  dis¬ 
traught  to  find  out  that  the  college 
did  not  have  a  theatre  program.  Be¬ 
fore  he  had  even  started  his  first  day 
of  classes  as  a  freshman,  he  was  on 
a  mission  to  form  a  theatre  program 
at  Livingston.  “I  wanted  to  bring

culture  and  activity  to  the 
Livingston  Community,”  Jason 
says.  To  aid  him  in  his  mission, 
Jason  would  use  the  skills  he  had 
learned  through  his  prior  experi¬ 
ence  in  the  theatre  business. 

First  thing  Jason  had  to  do 
was  register  with  the  Livingston 
Student  Center.  After  he  received 
permission  he  held  a  general  in¬ 
terest  meeting  for  his  proposed 
idea.  Apparently,  Jason’s  idea  was 
a  popular  one  because  the  very 
first  meeting  was  packed.  With 
such  a  large  interest  in  a  theatre 
program  for  Livingston,  the 
Livingston  College  Governing  As¬ 
sociation  (LCGA)  recognized 
Jason’s  club  in  November  of  1998. 
The  Livingston  Theatre  Company 
(LTC),  Jason’s  name  for  the  club, 
received  money  from  the  LCGA, 
giving  it  preliminary  financial 
support. 

Jason  had  finally  accom¬ 
plished  his  task  of  forming  a  the¬ 
atre  program  for  Livingston,  but 
his  work  was  just  beginning.  He 
still  had  to  find  a  play  to  produce, 
find  a  place  to  show  the  play,  find 
sponsors  for  financial  support, 
publicize/advertise,  and  much 


more.  Of  course  Jason  used  his 
prior  experience  and  knowledge 
of  theatre  to  accomplish  all  of 
these  tasks.  The  first  perfor¬ 
mance  by  the  LTC  was  Joseph 
and  the  Amazing  Technicolor 
Dreamcoat.  Since  then,  the  LTC 
has  put  on  a  number  of  shows  in¬ 
cluding  The  Fantastiks  and 
Nunsense.  Next  semester  the 
LTC  plans  on  performing 
Godspell. 

With  all  that  Jason  has  ac¬ 
complished  thus  far  at  Livingston 
he  still  feels  that  he  has  much 
more  that  needs  to  be  done.  “It’s 
great  that  I  accomplished  so 
much,  but  there  is  still  more  I 
want  to  do,”  he  says.  Starting  an 
improvisational  group,  work¬ 
shops,  trips,  and  special  events 
are  just  some  of  the  things  Jason 
wants  to  accomplish.  With  all 
that  he  has  done  so  far,  Jason  can 
certainly  do  anything  he  sets  his 
mind  to.  Livingston  College 
should  be  proud  to  be  represented 
by  such  a  hard-working,  devoted 
individual  as  Jason  Goldstein. 
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Spotlight  on 
Dean  Manning

Presently,  Dean  Eddie 
Manning  is  the  Assistant  Dean 
for  Retention.  This  means  he 
erects  programs  and  activities 
aimed  to  help  students  stay  in 
school,  who  might  otherwise 
drop  out.  Dean  Manning  is 
also  Livingston’s  Director  of 
the  EOF  program  (Educa¬ 
tional  Opportunity  Fund).  As 
Director  of  the  EOF  program, 
Dean  Manning  works  to  en¬ 
title  those  students  who  may 
not  qualify  to  have  sufficient 
means  for  college  have  the 
same  opportunity  as  everyone 
else.  Dean  Manning  says  that 
the  most  satisfying  part  of  his 
job  is  seeing  students  over¬ 
come  adversity.  He  said 
“When  you  meet  someone 
who’s 

a  first  year  student  and  strug¬ 
gling  and  four  years  later  they 
are  walking  down  the  isle  with 
their  diploma,  it’s  extremely 
gratifying.  It  reinforces  the 
reason  I  chose  this  as  a  pro¬ 
fession.”  Dean  Manning’s 
ambitions  to  counsel  and  en¬ 


courage  students  did  not  be¬ 
gin  here  at  Livingston.  Man¬ 
ning  was  bom  in  North  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  was  raised  by 
Hattie  and  Moses  Manning.. 
When  Eddie  Manning  went  to 
junior  high  school,  he  was 
placed  in  all  lower  level 
courses  because  he  had  no  in¬ 
tentions  on  pursuing  college. 
This  made  him  even  more  dis¬ 
interested  in  college.  At  Tho¬ 
mas  Edison  High  School  this 
all  changed.  He  was  placed 
in  higher  level  courses  and  fi¬ 
nally  felt  extremely  chal¬ 
lenged  and  intrigued  by 
school.  Plus,  all  his  class¬ 
mates  were  going  to  college, 
which  made  him  feel  like  he 
had  to  further  his  education 
beyond  high  school  also. 

At  first,  Eddie  Manning 
went  to  Temple  University. 
He  thoroughly  despised 
Temple.  He  soon  transferred 
to  Chayney  State  College; 
which  is  the  oldest  public 
black  college  in  the  country. 
He  graduated  with  a  Bacca¬ 
laureate  Degree  in  Education. 
After  graduating,  he  went  di¬ 
rectly  to  graduate  school  with 
the  intent  of  being  a  Counse¬ 
lor.  He  wanted  to  “do  it  right,” 
because  he  experienced  his 


guidance  counselors’  back  in 
junior  high  who  had  failed 
him.  He  returned  to  Temple 
University  to  get  his  Master’s 
Degree  in  Counselor  Educa¬ 
tion/  Counseling  Psychology 
and  his  Doctorate  in  Educa¬ 
tion.  During  his  time  at 
Temple,  Eddie  Manning 
pledged  for  a  fraternity- Al¬ 
pha  Phi  Alpha.  Alpha  Phi  Al¬ 
pha  was  actually  housed  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia.  Manning  joined  this  fra¬ 
ternal  association  because, 
along  with  the  fact  that  many 
of  his  friends  were  brothers, 
he  was  “impressed  with  the 
ideals  and  philosophy”  of 
this  group. 

His  first  eleven  years  af¬ 
ter  graduating  from  Temple, 
Manning  worked  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  Not  until  1988,  did 
Dean  Manning  come  to  join 
what  he  calls  the  Livingston 
“family”.  When  asked  why 
he  came  here,  Manning  was 
quick  to  respond,  “I  could 
have  gone  other  places  but  I 
like  it  here.  Livingston  fos¬ 
ters  a  real  sense  of  commu¬ 
nity  and  there  is  a  sense  of 
family  among  the  staff.” 
Dean  Manning  originally  ar¬ 


rived  here  as  the  Assistant 
Dean  for  Recruitment.  Five 
years  ago,  Manning  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  position  he 
Holds  today. 

Dean  Manning  has  made 
a  career  out  of  elevating  stu¬ 
dents  to  their  highest  poten¬ 
tial  and  amply  nurturing  them 
in  every  phase  along  the  way. 
He  gets  students,  who  might 
not  have  been  able  to  afford 
college,  to  be  able  to  reach 
Livingston.  When  students 
appear  to  be  struggling,  he  as¬ 
sists  them  to 

Their  feet  and  prompts  them 
keep  going.  For  this,  I  salute 
Dean  Manning.  Not  only  is 
he  a  kind  man,  but  he  is  the 
true  definition  of  a  “guidance 
counselor.”  Thank  you  Dean 
Manning  for  all  that  you  have 
done  for  Livingston.

have  been  farther  from  the 
truth. 

It  was  the  first  day 
of  class  (when  I  first  met 
my  advisor  and  my  Build¬ 
ing  Community  teacher) 
that  I  knew  getting  a  good 
grade  in  this  class  would 
take  some  work.  Both 
teachers  stressed  that  at¬ 
tendance  was  crucial.  At¬ 
tendance  counted  as  a  big 
part  of  each  individual’s 
grade.  Also,  the  curricula 
extended  outside  of  the 
classroom.  There  were 
mandatory  lectures  and 
fairs  I  had  to  attend.  In 
addition,  there  were  many 
readings  given  out  for 
homework.  While  I  was 
unsure  how  some  of  the 
readings  I  read  related  to 
building  a  community, 
other  stories  were  rather 
interesting  and  enlighten¬ 
ing.  I  was  learning  very 
quickly  that  the  course 
would  not  just  be  breezed 
through.  Sure,  some 
classes  had  less  hectic  as¬ 
signments  and  schedules 
than  others  did,  but  I  was 
realizing  that  this  class  re¬ 
quired  me  studying  hard. 

Most  classes  I  have 
at  Rutgers  have  the  tradi¬ 
tional  student-teacher  for¬ 
mat.  The  student  comes  to 
class,  the  teacher  dictates 
to  the  student,  the  student 
takes  notes,  and  then  class 
ends.  I  found  this  typical 
rule  of  thumb  shattered  by 
the  Livingston  course. 
Both  student  and  teacher 
were  active  participants  in 
the  classroom.  Open  dis¬ 
cussions  were  common  in 
class.  This  not  only 
opened  people  up,  but  also 
gave  people  the  voice  to 


speak  their  opinion.  These  dis¬ 
cussions  were  a  real  learning 
experience  for  me.  The  notes 
that  were  taken  came  from  the 
incorporation  of  the  class  dis¬ 
cussion.  In  one  sense,  I  learned 
a  lot  more  this  way.  These  in¬ 
formative  discussions  were 
etched  in  my  mind,  which 
helped  me  to  remember  a  lot 
more.  The  teachers  really  had 
a  way  of  getting  everyone  in¬ 
volved  in  class.  Mostly  every¬ 
one  wanted  to  have  their  say 
as  the  class  progressed. 

While  this  course  re¬ 
quired  some  work  and  initia¬ 
tive  on  my  part,  it  really  did 
not  put  a  burden  on  myself.  At 
first,  I  thought  since  it  met 
three  days  a  week,  it  would  be 
such  a  hassle.  I  quickly  real¬ 
ized  this  was  not  the  case. 
Sometimes,  I  would  enjoy  the 
class  that  a  whole  period  would 
go  by  and  I  would  not  notice 
the  time  pass.  The  teachers  also 
tried  to  make  each  class  as 
painless  as  possible.  They  were 
really  friendly,  down  to  earth, 
and  always  let  you  know  that 
they  were  there  if  you  needed 
anything.  They  truly  made  the 
classroom  a  comfortable  atmo¬ 
sphere,  a  place  where  you 
could  relax  and  share  ideas  and 
feelings. 

I  have  never  been  really 
close  to  any  teacher  I  have  en¬ 
countered.  Why  would  I  have 
to  when  their  only  job  is  to 
teach?  I  never  thought  of  the 
classroom  as  its  own  commu- 
nity-that  is,  until  I  took  the 
Livingston  course.  My  teacher 
became  more  like  one  of  us 
and  less  like  a  teacher.  Also,  as 
time  went  on,  the  class  itself 
was  becoming  closer.  We  were 
really  developing  a  community 
of  our  own.  For  example,  one 


time  our  teacher  was  late  to 
class,  so  the  majority  of  the 
class  decided  to  leave  as  a 
group.  We  did.  While  walk¬ 
ing  out  of  Beck,  we  noticed 
our  teacher  running  in  from 
the  parking  lot.  We  then  all 
wound  up  going  to  Tillett  to- 
gether-as  a  community.  That 
was  one  of  the  most  defining 
moments  I  have  had  since  I 
have  been  here  at  Livingston. 
It  really  made  me  feel  like  I 
was  a  part  of  something  spe¬ 
cial. 

As  a  whole,  Building 
Communities  Through  Un¬ 

derstanding:  The  Livingston 
Experience  course  is  many 
things.  This  course  is  defi¬ 
nitely  an  instrumental  course 
in  my  development  at  col¬ 
lege.  It  goes  way  beyond  that, 
though.  I  have  noticed  it  has 
opened  me  up  some  and 
made  me  have  a  stronger  con¬ 
nection  with  Livingston  and 
the  people  that  reside  here.

wheel  that  has  different 
channel  choices  to  decide 
what  channel  will  be 
viewed.  It’s  (Wheel  of 
Tillett)  working  I  think, 
quite  well.  ”  There  are 
twelve  channels  on  the 
wheel:  CNN,  EPSN, 
CNNSI,  Headline  News, 
HBO,  MTV,  BET,  VH1, 
Cartoon  Network,  Comedy 
Channel,  USA,  and  The 
Movie  Channel.  A  300+ 
channel  selection  brought 
down  to  twelve.  “This  is  a 
short  term  solution,”  says 
Dick  Fox  the  manager  of 
Tillett  Dining  Hall.  “This 
will  be  used  until  Dean 
Jones’  committee  brings  us 
a  long  term  solution.” 
There  have  been  a  total  of 
six  students  applying  to 
contribute  on  this  commit¬ 
tee.  I  asked  Dean  Jones 
how  he  feels  about  there 
being  only  six  volunteers 
and  he  said,  “I  know  there 
were  more  than  six  students 
who  complained  about  the 
TV  problem,  it  is  a  little 
disappointing  to  see  a  low 
turnout  of  applicants.” 
Contrastingly  Mr.  Fox  feels 
that  six  to  eight  students  is 
all  that  was  needed  on  the 
committee  as  long  as  there 
was  a  good  cross-section  of 
students.  What  do  the  other 
students  that  go  to  Tillett 
Dining  Hall  think  would  be 
a  good  solution  for  either 
the  short  or  long  term? 

The  best  way  to  find 
out  how  a  community  is 
thinking  is  to  ask  the  mem¬ 
bers,  so  that’s  what  we  did. 
Karim  Walker,  a 
Livingston  first  year  stu¬ 
dent,  states  “It  was  unfair 
to  the  rest  of  the  students 


having  one  channel  dominat¬ 
ing  the  television.  The  Wheel 
of  Tillett  is  a  lot  fairer,  there 
isn’t  one  channel  dominating 
the  television.”  Lary  Lyons,  a 
University  College  student  re¬ 
siding  on  Livingston  states,  “I 
don’t  think  the  Wheel  of  Tillett 
is  effective,  I  saw  someone 
spin  the  wheel  until  the  chan¬ 
nel  everyone  in  the  room 
wanted  came  up.”  Michael 
Bianco,  College  of  Engineer¬ 
ing  first  year  student,  “The 
Wheel  of  Tillett  is  a  better  idea 
than  I  could  have  came  up 
with.”  Mr.  Fox  feels  that,  “I  am 
disappointed  about  not  being 
able  to  get  the  football  games 
on  the  TV.  Congress  is  trying 
to  get  approval  that  the  Satel¬ 
lite  TV  Stations,  for  a  price, 
can  send  the  signal  from  local 
TV  stations  to  satellite  dishes.” 
I  think  we  can  solve  this  prob¬ 
lem  and  just  enjoy  the  televi¬ 
sion.

COURT  HEARS 
DEBATE  ON 
COLLEGE  FUNDING 
OF  STUDENT  GROUPS

Currently  the  Supreme 
Court  is  hearing  a  case  over  free 
speech  and  the  use 
of  student  fees.  This  affects  ev¬ 
eryone  and  every  organization  at 
Rutgers  University.  The  issue 
whether  a  public  university  can 
force  students  to  pay  “activity 
fees”  that  are  channeled  to  campus 
groups,  which  engage  in  political 
advocacy  the  students  might  op¬ 
pose.  A  decision  is  expected  to  be 
delivered  soon  that  will  affect  all 
public  universities  daily  routines  of 
funding  clubs  and  how  they  find 
clubs  and  organizations. 

The  issue  over  whether  stu¬ 
dents  have  the  First  Amendment 
right  “not  to  speak”  by  refusing  to 
pay  student  fees  to  organizations 
they  recognize  as  unfit  to  receive 
funds  has  become  an  issue  for 
some  time  now.  The  students  at 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  how¬ 
ever,  have  challenged  the  univer¬ 
sities  mandatory  student  fees  all 
the  way  to  Washington.  The  uni¬ 
versity  defends  the  use  of  student 
fees  because  of  the  school’s  obli¬ 
gation  and  interest  to  foster  a  wide 
range  of  voices  to  achieve  its  over¬ 
all  educational  mission.  The  Chris¬ 
tian  students  object  the  universities 
policy  and  refuse  to  have  their  stu¬ 
dent  fees  be  allocated  to  feminist, 
gay,  environmental,  and  other  lib¬ 
eral  organizations.  If  the  Supreme 
Court  rules  in  favor  on  these  stu¬ 
dents,  the  entire  student  body  will 
lose  its  right  to  speak  because  the 
funds  to  organize  will  slowly  dis¬ 
appear. 


The  role  of  a  public  univer¬ 
sity  is  to  create  a  diverse  student 
atmosphere  by  offering  many  cul¬ 
tural  courses  and  permitting  stu¬ 
dent  organizations  to  recruit,  orga¬ 
nize,  and  hold  events  that  enable 
students  to  explore  various  ways 
of  living.  The  only  way  the  univer¬ 
sity  can  obtain  these  expectations 
is  by  incorporating  student  fees 
into  the  term  bill.  These  funds  are 
then  funneled  into  certain  student 
governing  bodies  who  are  elected 
or  appointed  to  debate  where  these 
fees  should  be  allocated.  The  day 
when  the  university  has  less  funds 
to  circulate  through  the  many  pro¬ 


grams  that  organize  students, 
hold  events,  sponsor  lecturers,  or 
fund  field  trips  is  a  day  when  stu- 
dents  and  every  student  in 
America  is  deprived  of  their 
right  to  learn  and  decide  for 
themselves  what  to  believe. 

The  students  in  Wiscon¬ 
sin  obviously  have  a  point,  oth¬ 
erwise  it  wouldn’t  have  found 
itself  in  front  of  9  justices  in 
Washington.  But,  the  student’s 
approach  could  affect  the  stu¬ 
dents  in  every  public  college 
throughout  the  country.  The  stu¬ 
dents,  who  are  unhappy  with 
certain  student  organization’s 
ideologies,  should  have  become 
involved  in  the  many  governing 
associations  who  allocate  these 
funds.  If  they  had  support  to  be¬ 
come  a  representative  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  body  they  would  have  di¬ 
rect  say  where  and  how  the  fees 
could  be  invested.  I  use  the  term 
invested  because  the  student  or¬ 
ganizations  produce  students 
who  can  organize  along  with 
promote  the  welfare  of  society 
by  offering  multiple  views  that 
may  not  have  been  acquired  if  it 
wasn’t  for  their  experiences  in  an 
organized  student  body,  or  en¬ 
counters  with  them. 

The  freedom  at  a  public 
university  to  refuse  to  pay  stu¬ 
dent  fees  will  in  time  result  in  a 
loss  of  almost  all  student  funds. 
Everybody  has  a  certain  way  to 
interpret  the  world,  but  if  you 
begin  to  do  away  with  the  ide¬ 
ologies  that  offend  you,  then  we 
all  will  suffer  in  the  long  run.  If 
the  Supreme  Court  rules  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  the  students  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  in  Wisconsin,  soon  ev¬ 
eryone  will  refuse  to  pay  student 
fees  that  will  in  time  leave  the 
ideologies  that  are  promoted, 
funded,  and  enhanced  by  politi¬ 
cal  groups,  such  as  Christian  stu¬ 
dents,  that  rely  on  outside  politi¬ 
cal  funding.
